Pins were first made by machinery ia 
England, ia 1824, under a patent of Lemuel 
W. Wright, of Massachusetts, who invented 
the first solid-headed pin. Wright s origi- 
nal machine made forty perfect pins por 
minute— from the ©oil of wire— without any 
istonoo. It waa vary easy af 
adjustment, as the pins oould bo lengthened 
and strengthened at pleasure ; but ths in- 
ventive genius of the forty years has great- 
ly improved even it J. J. Howe obtained 
patents, both for the United States and 
England, m 1832 aad 1844, aad established 
tbeoampaay ia New York, which was eub- 
s*iuently located at Birmingham, Ct 8. 
Slocuns obtained another patent, aad ia 
1888 established their manufacture at 
Foughkeei tie ; but hia interests were finally 
transferred to the American Pin Com- 
pany, at Weterbury, Cl, which ia aow tha 
largest factory of the hiad oa this conti- 
nent porhape in the world. The papsring 
of pins is likewise dons by machinery, 
patented by T. Fowler, also of Coanselicut 
— oae person only being required to attend 
to this wonderful piece of mechanical inge- 
nuity. All ef those improvement, origi- 
nating in the United States, have been for 
several years adopted in England, and 
throughout Europe. At the present time, 
the total weight of pins manufactured ia 
thia country ia upwards of twelve tuna per 
week, aad ia quality they are quite equal

vented rocking-cradles for his ohildrsn 
roots uador a fearful load of responsibili- 
ty. Ths dowarighl murder of tens of 
thousands of infants, aad the weakeaed 
brains of hundreds of adults, are undoubt- 
ed reoulta of this iaveatioa. To rock a 
child ia a cradle or to swing him in a 
orib, amounts to just this- ths rspid mo- 
tion disturbs the natural flow of blood, 
and producee stupor or drowsiness. Caa 
anybody suppose for a moment that such 
an operation ie a healthy ona? Every 
one knowe tke duty nod often sickening 
effect of moving rapidly ia a swing, yst 
whsrsin does this differ from the motion 
a child receives when rocked in a ora- 
dle- 

It is equivalent to laying ia a ship 
berth during a violent storm; and that 
sickens nine people out of ten. A very 
goalie, slew motion may sometimes bo 
soothing, though always of doubtful 
expedieacy; but te move the cradle as 
rapidly as ths swing of a pendulum three 
Mt long— that is, one* in a second— ia 
positive cruelty. We always feel like grasp- 
ing and staying ths arm of tks mother or 
nurse mho, te secure quietude, swings tha 
cradle or crib with a rapidity equal to 
that of a pendulum a foot long. If aay 
mother ie disposed to laugh at our sugges- 
tions, or consider them whimsical, wa 
beg of her to have a bed or cut hung oa 
oords, thsn lie down on it herself, and 
havs sons ons awing it with ths same 
rapidity that she allows the cradle to bo 
rocked. What shs will experioace in both 
head aad stomach ie just Lhe some aa ths 
infaat experienoee. 

Wa insist that this rockiag of children 
ia a useless habit If not accustomed to 
rocking, they will go to sleep quite as 
uell whea lyiag quietly aa whea shaken 
ia a cradle.
